The road to the 2000 Olympic 
Games included a stop in Romulus. 

On July 21, four U.S. Olympic Team 
hopefuls, accompanied by gold medal- 
ists Evelyn Ashford and Pablo Morales, 
made an appearance at the General 
Motors (GM) Powertrain Division/Ro- 
mulus Engine Plant. The visit was part 
of the United Auto Workers (UAW)/GM- 
sponsored “The Team Behind the Team” 
vehicle-donation program, which pro- 
vides GM vehicles to 100 families of 
eligible U.S. Olympic Team athletes. 

During their visit, Ashford, Morales, 
and U.S. Team hopefuls Matt Chulis 
(soccer), Karen Kraft (rowing), Kristin 
Kuehl (track and field), and Eric Owens 
(table tennis) attended a special recep- 
tion in their honor, signed autographs 
for employees, and toured the plant. 
The events gave the athletes a chance 
to express their appreciation for the 
support they have received, and to share 
stories of their past accomplishments 
and future dreams with their sponsors. 


Ashford, whose Olympic career 
spanned 16 years, earned a total of four 
gold medals and one silver medal. At 
the 1984 Olympic Games in Los Ange- 
les, she won goldin the 100-meter dash 
and the 4x100-meter relay. In Seoul in 
1988, she took silver in the 100 meters 
and anchored the 4,100-meter relay in 
a gold-medal finish. And at the age of 
35, Ashford wrapped up her impressive 
career with a gold medal in the 4x100- 
meter relay, becoming the oldestAmeri- 
can woman to earn an Olympic medal in 
track and field. 

Swimmer Pablo Morales finally re- 
alized his lifelong dream when he cap- 
tured an individual gold medal in the 
100-meter butterfly at the 1992 Games 
in Barcelona. Although he had been a 
star in the 1984 Los Angeles Games, 
where he won three medals — a gold in 
the 400-meter medley relay, a silver in 
the 100-meter butterfly, and a silver in 
the 200-meter individual medley — indi- 
vidual gold had eluded him, When the 
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elyn Ashford (second from right) pose with GM Powertr 
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6'2", 168-pound swimmer stormed back 
in 1992, he became the first American 
Olympic champion in the 100-meter 
butterfly since 1976. His world-record 
time of 52.84, set in 1986, stood until 
this summer. A graduate of Stanford 
University and Cornell Law School, 
Morales is the winningest swimmer in 
NCAA (National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation) history, earning 11 of 12 pos- 
sible national titles. 

After a successful college career at 
the University of Virginia (where his 
soccer team placed third and second, 
respectively, inthe 1995 and 1997 NCAA 
National Championships), Matt Chulis 
left early to pursue two dreams: the first, 
becoming a professional soccer player; 
the second, making the U.S. Olympic 
Team. With the support of his parents, 
his first dream has come true; he is now 
an MLS (Major League Soccer) player. 
Chulis also participated in the 1997 
World University Games, where his team

Dear Kristi Stephens: 

In this long fight, itis hard to believe 
that some residents are still in support 
of the deep injection well that Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS), 
proposes to construct in Romulus. After 
reading your editorial entitled “State 
Should Approve EDS Permit" (June 16, 
2000), | became angered to realize that 
articles of support are still flooding the 
newsstands. 

In your editorial, you stated three 
reasons why Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) Director 
Russ Harding should approve EDS's 
permit for the deep injection well project 
on Citrin Drive in Romulus. Now, even 
though this has been stated more than 
a few times, | just can't let this editorial

pass without a few comments. I'dlike to 
state a few reasons why the permit 
should not be approved. 

| believe the biggest reason is that 
the potential health risk of the operation 
outweighs any benefit that the injection 
well will supposedly bring to the com- 
munity. Once the well is in operation, if 
anything happens, it will be too late. | 
quote from William Sanjour's comments 
on the Winona, Texas incident ("Policy 
Analyst for Environmental Protection 
Agency Comments on Winona, TX," 
The Romulus News, June 16, 2000): 
"At that stage it is too late. The only cure 
for such acommunity is its extinction or 
the closure of the facility." That is the 
exact situation thatthe people who have 
been fighting against the well are trying 
to prevent. 

People who are concerned about 
chemicals polluting our waters should 
be fighting for stricter laws against such 
crimes. Deep injection wells should be 
outlawed and companies should have 
to pay the higher costs to incinerate 
wastes and dispose of them in the saf- 
est way. Pumping waste into the ground 
is not it!

Another reason is the corruption 
involved in this project. EDS officials 
would lie or "mislead" residents to wea- 
sel their way into any community to get 
their business started. However, some 
people, such as myself, are more con- 
cerned about lives than money. I'd like 
to say that people who support the well 
are part of the profit, but that would be a 
generalization and said to be untrue. 

In argument of your remark, "Given 
a proposal that's technically sound, it 
would be morally wrong to deny EDS its 
permit .. .": It is my opinion that, be- 
cause of a concern for human lives, It's 
notmorally wrong to disapprove a project 
thathas the purpose of increasing profit. 
It would be morally wrong, however, to 
“mislead” residents into believing that 
they will be safe and to pump waste into 
the ground to save pennies per gallon. 


Since | became educated on this 
issue, thanks to Romulus High School 
government teacher Rod Hanna, | 
haven't seen any possible way that this 
project will bring prosperity to any com- 
munity. The only people who will make 
a gain are those who will be doing the 
business. 

| believe that most residents are 
informed, or should be, and if they don't 
support EDS, it is a wise decision. | 
encourage all those who have been 
fighting — including residents, State 
Representative Ray Basham, and the 
Romulus City Council — to continue 
fighting. | urge, plead with, and beg Mr. 
Harding and all other officials to think of 
the lives of residents and vote the well 
down whenever faced with the decision, 
and possibly work to outlaw such 
projects.
